state legislature. It is rather an nuomaly 
iTi;it iu a comrnomvealth so progressive as 
AYisconsin, where labor regulations of all 
kinds have been carried to extremes, there 
should be a fight over this proposal. Child 
labor regulation is one of the reforms for 
•\vhieh organized labor has made a long 
and consistent, campaign. 
A part of la- 


bor's indictment of the supreme court was 
for holding child labor legislation of 
con- 


gress unconstitutional. 
This is what led 


to the proposed amendment. Theoretical- 
ly, the farmers and organized labor in 
"Wisconsin are acting together politically, 
but economically the alliance does not 
seem to*1 bold. 
In this instance, most of 


the opposition to the child labor amend- 
ment is coming from the farmers and fruit 
growers of the state. They are afraid it 
will increase their labor costs and make it 
more difficult for them to obtain help.

It does 
not define any kind of labor regulation, 
but merely empowers congress to pass 
such laws as it may deem necessary for 
the national welfare and the protection of 
children against, industrial exploitation. 
The case against child labor here as else- 
where rests upon prematurely putting 
children to work for their own support 
and support of others, to the detriment of 
their health and future earning power.

development.

Upton Sinclair, as those who have

And like most propagandists he Is 
not blessed with too much of a sense 
of humor. Propaganda Is the breath 
of life to him and It la likely that he 
will some day be looked upon as the 
most effective writer of this partlcu 
lar type of thing In our generation. 
He Is one of the jnost formidable an- 
tagonists that those have -who believe 
strongly In the present organization

history of the world's literature. And 
this is what happens. He will devote 
a chaper to Goethe and condemn him 
unmercifully because Goethe -was not 
a radical oppohent^pf the economic 
system, of his day but withdrew him 
self from the "class struggle."

Sinclair's conten- 
lon is that, all writers are unconsci- 
us propagandists, consciously or xig- 
onsclously, and that men like Balzac 
are propagandists for the corrupt so- 
iety and the capitalistic system, that 
Sinclair abhors. 


IDEA A BIT THICK 


I tmay be admitted that there is 


;omething' in Sinclair's thesis, that 
art is not produced In a social vacu- 
um. and that there la an alliance be- 
ween mammon and Art for better or 
or worse. But to subject the art of 
past ages to the test of tho artists' 
agreement or disagreement with our 
present conception of how human so- 
ciety ought to be organized Is a bit 
:hick. To make Balzac and Goethe and 
"Walter Scott and a, -host of others out 
to have been poor artlsta because thej- 
were not obsessed with the woes of 
the common man In a day when trie 
common man In our sense of the word 
had hardly been Invented seems to 
me rather ridiculous.
